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JOINT STATEMENT

During its stay the delegation of the So- 
viet Union had talks with Comrade 
Kim Il Sung and other Party and govern- 
ment leaders of the Democratic People’s 
Republic of Korea. 

Present at the talks on the Korean side 
were Kim I] Sung, Chairman of the Central 
Committee of the Korean Workers’ Party 
and Premier of the Democratic People’s 
Republic of Korea; Choi Yong Kun, Vice- 
Chairman of the Central Committee of the 
Korean Workers’ Party and President of 
the Presidium of the Supreme People’s As- 
sembly; Kim Il, Vice-Chairman of the Cen- 
tral Committee of the Korean Workers’ 
Party and First Vice-Premier; Pak Keum 
Chul, Vice-Chairman of the Central Com- 
mittee of the Korean Workers’ Party; Gene- 
ral Kim Chang Bong, Minister of National 
Defence; Pak Sung Chul, Minister of Fore- 
ign Affairs; Pak Yong Kook, Department

G.S. Sidorovich, Deputy Chairman of the 
State Committee for Economic Relations with 
Foreign Countries of the U.S.S.R. Council of 
Ministers; and V.P. Moskovsky, Ambassador 
of the Soviet Union to the Democratic Peo- 
ple’s Republic of Korea. 


At the talks which proceeded in an atmos- 
phere of brotherly mutual understanding, 
views were exchanged on the question of 
strengthening the relations of friendship and 
co-operation between the two Parties and 
the two countries, on questions of the current 
international situation and the world com- 
munist movement and other questions of 
common concern. 

The Soviet side highly appreciated the 
successes made by the Democratic People’s 
Republic of Korea in developing the na- 
tional economy and national culture and 
building a new socialist Korea. 


Under the leadership of the Korean Work- 
ers’ Party the working people of the De- 
mocratic People’s Republic of Korea have 
turned their once backward country into a 
socialist industrial-agricultural state. These 
successes, along with the peace-loving for- 
eign policy pursued by the Government of 
the D.P.R.K., have enhanced the interna- 
tional prestige of Korea, a socialist state. 
They are an important contribution made 
by the Democratic People’s Republic of Ko- 
rea, an outpost of the socialist camp in the 


Far East, to the struggle of the peoples for 
peace, against the aggressive schemes of 
imperialism, and to the common cause of 
the entire socialist countries. 

The Korean delegation noted that the 
Soviet people under the leadership of the 
Communist Party of the Soviet Union have 
built a great socialist power, exploring an 
untrodden path. 


On the basis of this remarkable success 
the Soviet people are today building com- 
munism. The economic might of the Soviet 
Union is steadily growing and the develop- 
ment of her science and technology is win- 
ning the admiration of the world people. 

The Korean people sincerely rejoice 
cver the enormous success of the Soviet 
people which constitutes an important con- 
tribution to the strengthening of the inter- 
national position of the socialist camp and 
to the consolidation of peace. 


The two delegations underscored with sa- 
tisfaction that the Korean-Soviet Treaty of 
Friendship, Co-operation and Mutual Assis- 
tance has united the two socialist countries 
with lasting, close bonds of friendship in 
conformity with the vital interests of the 
Korean and Soviet peoples and with the 
interests of the entire socialist community. 

The two sides noted, in particular, the 
importance of the obligation arising from 
the Treaty to strengthen and develop eco- 
nomic and cultural relations between the 
Democratic People’s Republic of Korea and 
the Soviet Union and render aid to each 
other in the spirit of friendship and co-op- 
eration in accord with the principles of 
equality, mutual respect for state sover- 
eignty and territorial integrity and non- 
interference in the internal affairs of other 
countries. 


The Soviet Union condemns the fact that 
the U.S. imperialists, having turned South 
Korea into a colony and military base, are 
hampering the peaceful unification of Ko- 
rea and are incessantly perpetrating provo- 
cative acts against the Democratic People’s 
Republic of Korea. 

The Soviet Union expresses full support 
for the struggle of the Korean people for 
unifying Korea peacefully by the Korean 
people themselves on a democratic basis 
without any outside interference after the 
withdrawal of the U.S. troops from South 
Korea. 


The Soviet side welcomes the proposals 
on the question of Korea’s peaceful unifica- 
tion, which were laid down in Comrade 
Kim Il Sung’s letter dated January 8, 1965. 

The Soviet side considers that the adop- 
tion and implementation of these propo- 
sals would contribute to the early  settle- 
ment of the Korean question in conformity 
with the will and interests of the Korean 
people. 

The two delegations noted that the pre- 
sent international situation was continuing 
to develop in favour of the revolutionary 
forces fighting for peace, democracy, na- 
tional independence and socialism. 

Imperialism and its mainstay, the United 
States, are greatly perturbed by the growth 
of the forces of socialism and progress and 
are doing everything to regain the positions 
lost as a result of the revolutionary libera- 
tion struggle of the peoples. 

The imperialists resort to methods of vio- 
lence and treachery in their struggle. Peace- 
ful assurances coupled with armed piracy 
and aggression; talk about respect for the 
rights of the peoples, and crude infringe- 
ments upon their freedom and independence 
in practice—such is the nature of modern 
imperialism. 

The imperialists’ open armed intervention, 
economic enslavement by means of the so- 
called “aid”, subversive activities and so 
on—all this constitutes the root cause for 
straining the international situation and 
menacing world peace. 


But today the imperialists have nothing 
like the opportunities they had in the past. 
Both sides are convinced that the forces 
of socialism and progress, peace and de- 
mocracy are capable of frustrating the 
dangerous schemes of the imperialists and 
barring the road of aggression and war. 

For this lofty aim, the Democratic Peo- 
ple’s Republic of Korea and the Soviet 
Union will, shoulder to shoulder with other 
brother countries, consolidate in every way 
the socialist camp, the powerful factor for 
progress and peace, and strengthen by all 
means their militant alliance with the Asian, 
African and Latin American peoples, who 
are waging the national liberation struggle, 
and their solidarity with the world working 
class. 


In order to put an end to and frustrate 
the policies of aggression and war and en- 
sure mankind peace and security, both sides 
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deem it imperative for all revolutionary and 
peace forces to carry on a determined strug- 
gle against the imperialists, while seeking 
to relax international tension and establish 
the principle of peaceful co-existence in the 
relations among countries with different so- 
cial systems. 

The D.P.R.K. Government and the U.S.5.R. 
Government resolutely denounce the ag- 
gressive acts of the United States against 
the Vietnam Democratic Republic and the 
barbarous bombing of the territory of this 
brotherly socialist country by the U.S. air 
force and navy. 

The two governments condemn with in- 
dignation the United States for its criminal 
violations of the 1954 Geneva Agreements 
on Indochina. 

Such acts of the U.S. imperialists are a 
provocation not only to the socialist camp 
but also to the whole of mankind standing 
for peace, freedom and justice, and are 
fraught with the most serious consequen- 
ces. Therefore, it is urgently needed to 
heighten vigilance, and strengthen all-round 
preparations for dealing annihilating blows 
to the aggressors. 


Expressing full solidarity with and sup- 
port to the Vietnamese people, both sides, 
true to the principles of socialist interna- 
tionalism, declare that they will not be in- 
different to the security of the Vietnam 
Democratic Republic but will render neces- 
sary aid to her. 


Both sides fully support the Statement 
of the Government of the Vietnam Demo- 
cratic Republic issued on February 8 in 
connection with the acts of war provocation 
by U.S. imperialism and warmly hail the 
heroic Vietnamese people and their glori- 
ous People’s Army who are successfully re- 
pulsing the intrusion of the air pirates of 
U.S. imperialism. 


Both sides pay high tribute to and sup- 
port the just struggle the South Vietnamese 
patriots are waging with arms in hands a- 
gainst U.S. aggression and for independence, 
democracy, peace and neutrality under the 
leadership of the South Vietnam National- 
Liberation Front. 


The D.P.R.K. and U.S.S.R. Governments 
denounce the acts of the U.S. imperialists 
who are striving to expand the aggressive 
war in Indochina by drawing into it the 
troops from South Korea and Taiwan under 
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their occupation as well as from some 
member states of the SEATO and ANZUS 
military blocs. 

The United States must stop the inhuman 
war in South Vietnam, withdraw from it 
all its troops and military personnel, re- 
move arms, stop all interference in the 
South Vietnamese question and give the 
South Vietnamese people the right to solve 
their internal problems by themselves. 

The D.P.R.K. and the U.S.S.R. declare 
their full support for the Asian, African 
and Latin American peoples waging just 
struggles of all forms, including armed 
struggle, against imperialism and colonial- 
ism and for national liberation, democracy 
and social progress. 


They warmly hail the successes made by 
the peoples in these regions and regard 
them as a contribution to the great revolu- 
tionary movement of our epoch and to the 
cause of weakening imperialism and con- 
solidating the peace of the whole world. 

Both sides are firmly convinced of the 
inevitable bankruptcy of all the attempt 
of the colonialists to save the remaining co- 
lonial system and put down by means of 
terror and armed force the irrepressible 
desire of the peoples of colonies for free- 
dom and independence. 


The D.P.R.K. and the U.S.S.R. are stand- 
ing firm on the side of the peoples of the 
newly independent countries who are de- 
fending their sovereignty and independence 
from the attempts at armed intervention and 
political and economic pressure by imperi- 
alism. 


The two sides positively support the rev- 
olutionary cause of the working class and 
working people of the capitalist countries 
who are fighting against exploitation and 
oppression by capital and for democratic 
rights and socialism. 


The two sides denounce U.S. imperialism 
for subverting the Laotian Government of 
National Union and persisting in military 
provocations in gross contravention of the 
1962 Geneva Agreements. 

Both sides support the just struggle of 
the Laotian people for peace, neutrality, in- 
dependence, democracy, and the unity and 
prosperity of Laos and approve of the pro- 
posal of Prince Souphanouvong, Chairman 
of the Central Committee of the Neo Lao 
Haksat and Vice-Premier of the Laotian 


Government of National Union, to convene 
without any preliminary conditions a con- 
ference of the fourteen countries that parti- 
cipated in the Geneva Conference, to settle 
peacefully the Laotian question. 

Both sides denounce the aggressive move 
of the U.S. imperialists who, in league with 
the South Vietnamese puppet clique and 
Thailand, are violating the territorial inte- 
grity of Cambodia and menacing her inde- 
pendence. 

The D.P.R.K. and the U.S.S.R. declare 
their support to the proposal of Prince Noro- 
dom Sihanouk, Head of State of Cambodia, 
for convening an international meeting to 
guarantee the neutrality and territorial inte- 
grity of Cambodia. 

The Governments of the D.P.R.K. and the 
U.S.S.R. condemn the U.S. occupation of 
Taiwan and resolutely support the righte- 
ous struggle of the Chinese people for lib- 
erating Taiwan, an integral part of Chinese 
territory. 

Both sides oppose the move of the impe- 
rialist powers which are trying to use Ma- 
laysia as atool for putting down the 
national-liberation movement in Southeast 
Asia and menacing independent Indonesia. 

The two sides will support as ever the 
people and Government of Indonesia that 
are struggling against the U.S.-British neo- 
colonialist schemes in this area. 

The two sides support the liberation 
struggle of the North Kalimantan people. 

Both sides manifest solidarity with the 
struggle of the Japanese people against the 
manoeuvres of the U.S. imperialists and 
Japanese monopoly capital to revive Japa- 
nese militarism and convert the territory of 
Japan into a nuclear base for the United 
States. 


Both sides support the widespread move- 
ment of the Japanese people for peace, 
genuine sovereignty and democracy and 
for their vital rights. 


Both sides denounce the barbarous armed 
intervention of the United States and Bel- 
gium in the Congo and support the strug- 
gle of the courageous Congolese patriots 
for freedom and independence. 


The Democratic People’s Republic. of 
Korea and the Soviet Union express frater- 
nal solidarity with the revolutionary Cuba, 
a bulwark of socialism in the Western He- 
misphere. 

Both sides condemn the imperialist po- 


licy of the United States which persists in 
continuing the economic blockade of Cuba, 
is backing and directing the actions of the 
Cuban counter-revolutionary exiles, bring- 
ing wanton pressure to bear upon the La- 
tin American countries with the aim of 
drawing them into an anti-Cuban provo- 
cation, and occupying Guantanamo, an in- 
tegral part of Cuban territory. 

The Korean and Soviet peoples have 
stood, and will continue to stand shoulder 
to shoulder with fraternal Cuba. 

They fully support. the five-point de- 
mands of the Cuban people put forward 
by Prime Minister Fidel Castro in 1962. 

The D.P.R.K. and the U.S.S.R. declare 
their deep sympathy with the German De- 
mocratic Republic which stands at the 
forefront of socialism in Europe and is suc- 
cessfully and firmly opposing the pressure 
of the imperialist forces. 

The international prestige of the German 
Democratic Republic is rising steadily more 
than ever thanks to its peaceful policy, its 
successes in socialist construction and its 
unremitting struggle for the rejection of 
arms by the two German states, especially 
nuclear armaments. 

The Governments of the D.P.R.K. and the 
U.S.S.R. call for the liquidation of the ves- 
tiges of the Second World War in Europe, 
the peaceful settlement of the German 
question and the normalization of the situa- 
tion in West Berlin. 

The Governments of the D.P.R.K. and 
the U.S.S.R. vehemently denounce the 
schemes of U.S. imperialism and some of 
its NATO allies to form a multilateral nu- 
clear force. 


The establishment of such a force in any 
form would give the West German militar- 
ists access to nuclear weapons, aggravate 
the situation not only in Europe but in the 
whole world, and endanger the security 
of the peoples. 


Both sides are united in their determina- 
tion to fight against the formation of the 
NATO nuclear force and the plan to set up 
a nuclear mine belt along the eastern fron- 
tiers of the German Federal Republic. 

Both sides condemn the designs of U.S. 
imperialism to form the aggressive ‘“North- 
east Asia Military Alliance’ by banding 
together South Korea, Taiwan, South Viet- 
nam and the Philippines with Japanese im- 
perialism as the main force of this bloc.

The meeting discussed 
measures for exposing and frustrating the 
criminal ‘‘South Korea-Japan talks’’ now 
being held under the manipulation of U.S.

Fatherland Front and Vice-Chairman of the 
Committee for Peaceful Unification of the 
Fatherland, was the main speaker. Many 
others also spoke. The meeting adopted an 


appeal addressed to the South Korean peo- 3 
ple. 
Given below are summaries of the main 
speech and the appeal: 
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APPEAL TO THE SOUTH KOREAN PEOPLE 
(Summary) 


South Korea, the southern half of our 
country, is now facing the grave danger of 
repeating the tragic event that took place 
sixty years ago. 

The Japanese militarists and the Pak 
Jung Hi clique, under the manipulation 
of U.S. imperialism, have already drawn up 
“a draft agreement” on the “South Korea- 
Japan talks” and now they are hurrying 
with the signing. 

Turning a deaf ear to the powerful op- 
position of the entire Korean people, and, 
particularly, ignoring the bloody resistance 
of the South Korean youths and students, 
the U.S. and Japanese imperialists and 
the Pak Jung Hi clique are working more 
desperately than ever to bring aggressive, 
treacherous ‘South Korea-Japan talks’ ‘to 
a “successful conclusion.” 

The “South Korea-Japan talks” were en- 
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gineered long ago to become a link in the 
aggressive schemes of the U.S. imperialists 
in the Far East to form the backbone of an 
aggressive “northeast Asia military allian- 
ce” by teaming up the Japanese militarists 
with the Pak Jung Hi clique. 

The U.S. imperialists who are experienc- 
ing one miserable defeat after another in 
many parts of the Far East and Asia, have 
shed all their masks and are waving the 
baton before the criminal ‘South Korea- 
Japan talks.” They are openly demanding 
a speedy conclusion of the “talks.” 

The revived Japanese militarists, dancing 
to the tune of such machinations of U.S. 
imperialism, are dreaming about regaining 
their old position in Asia. They have start- 
ed the re-invasion of South Korea. 

The Japanese Zaibatsu, which has crept 
into South Korea under the signboard of 


“co-operation” and “friendship,” began to 
seize the economic arteries of South Korea. 
It is even plotting a military penetration 
into South Korea under the pretext of 
“joint defence.” 

Now the situation is that “Shoka Gakkai” 
(a fascist religious organization of Japan— 
Ed.) which stands for “bowing to the East 
in the direction of the Imperial Palace” of 
the pre-liberation days is flourishing in 
South Korea. 


The arrogant Japanese militarists; who 
are trying to lord it over the South Korean 
people again, dare to state publicly that 
their 36-year colonial rule over Korea was 
beneficial to the Koreans. They even have 
the cheek to remark that Japan should 
“swallow up South Korea in a lump as a 
big brother.” 


It. is clear, therefore, how serious the 
consequences will be when the ‘South 
Korea-Japan talks” are brought to a con- 
clusion. The door will be flung open for the 
Japanese militarists to make a comeback to 
South Korea. However, the twofold colonial 
Slavery that the U.S. and Japanese imperi- 
alists will impose upon the South Korean 
people is not all that they will bring. 


The lot of the South Korean people who 
are groaning under unheard-of non-rights, 
poverty, hunger and unemployment in a 
Jand of ruin, confusion, and degradation 
will become still worse; the peaceful unifica- 
tion of the country by the Koreans without 
foreign interference, the supreme national 
aspiration, will be further hampered; and 
peace in the Far East and Asia will be more 
gravely jeopardized. 


The traitorous Pak Jung Hi clique, cur- 
rying favour with the Japanese militarists, 
are. Selling off the country to satisfy their 
political aims. 


We call upon the South Korean brothers 
and sisters, and everyone who is concerned 
about the future of the country and the 
destiny of the nation: 


The criminal “South Korea-Japan talks” 
are in the final stage of conclusion. South 
Korea is facing a grave moment—whether 
it falls a prey to Japanese imperialism a- 
gain or it repulses the aggressors and their 


Jackeys and defends the dignity of the na- 
tion. At this critical moment the Central 
Committee of the United Democratic Father- 
land Front and the Committee for Peaceful 
Unification of the Fatherland are calling up- 
on you all. 

The situation is very urgent. Not a mo- 
ment to be lost. You should rise up in a 
nation-wide struggle to shatter resolutely 
the treacherous “South Korea-Japan talks” 
and pass through the crisis which might 
bring national ruin. 


Unless we tide over the imminent mis- 
fortunes of the nation and safeguard the 
dignity of the nation, we would dishonour 
our ancestors who had defended this land 
through its long history. Nothing but indeli- 
ble disgrace we will leave to our posterity 
who will inhabit this territory generation 
after generation. 

The patriotic spirit of our ancestors who 
fought bravely the foreign aggressors to 
defend the dignity of the nation lives in 
every Korean heart. 


Our history is shining with such patriotic 
tradition that whenever foreign aggressors 
invaded our country, the whoie nation, un- 
ited as one, defended every inch of the land. 

Even in the days of the long bestial co- 
lonial rule of Japanese imperialism, our pa- 
triotic fighters and the masses of the peo- 
ple ceaselessly waged bloody patriotic strug- 
gles against the Japanese imperialist aggres- 
sors— the March 1 Uprising, the June 10 
Movement, the Kwangjoo Student Move- 
ment, to name a few. 


Particularly, in the nation’s darkest days 
under Japanese colonial rule, the com- 
munists of Korea headed by Comrade 
Kim I] Sung took arms in their hands for 
the restoration of the country and libera- 
tion of the nation. They hit back at the en- 
emy, Japanese imperialism, in the dense 
forests of Mt. Baikdoo, demonstrating the 
indomitable heroic spirit of the nation to 
the whole world. 


Everyone that values the lofty patriotic 
spirit and brilliant traditions of our fighters 
and revolutionary forerunners who fought 
for the glory of the country, fearing neither 
prison nor the gallows nor death, and every- 
one who is in possession of patriotic cons-

cience deep in his heart—all should reso- 
lutely rise up in a national-salvation strug- 
gle against the enemy. 

The Korean people shouid never forget 
their bitter past, a history of thirty-six 
long years of bestial oppression, plunder, 
and humiliation at the hands of the Ja- 
panese invaders. Never will they allow 
the bitter history to repeat itself. 

How could we tolerate the Jackboots of 
Japanese imperialism clicking once again 
in our land—the land soaking with the 
blood shed by our parents and_ brothers 
whom Japanese bayonets felled, the land 
where our patriotic forerunners lie, who, 
upholding the sacred banner of the anti- 
Japanese, national-liberation struggle, dis- 
played immortal heroism? 


The entire nation, irrespective of politi- 
cal views and ideologies, religious beliefs 
and property status, past doings and oc- 
cupation, sex and age, must unite and shat- 
ter the criminal ‘South Korea-Japan talks.” 

The vicious aggressive claws of Japanese 
imperialism must be torn apart. 

The Pak Jung Hi clique are a band of 
traitors to the country and nation, who, 
not satisfied with serving their master U.S. 
imperialism, are anxious to invite in even 
Japanese imperialism, their old master, to 
prolong their ugly existence. 


Unless these evil traitors are swept away, 
we cannot stop the Japanese militarists 
who are set to creep into South Korea 
with the former as their guide. 


Sweep away the Pak Jung Hi clique, 
arch traitors to the nation! 

Pointing out that the South Korean work- 
ers remember what a bitter, slavish life 
the working class of Korea was forced to 
lead, how they were cruelly exploited and 
oppressed by the Japanese imperialists, the 
appeal calls upon them to firmly unite 
with all patriotic forces to frustrate the re- 
invasion scheme of. Japanese imperialism 
and stand in the van of the nation-wide 
struggle for shattering the criminal ‘South 


Korea-Japan talks.” 
The appeal also calls upon the South 
Korean peasants: 


In the past Japanese imperialism took 
away all the fertile farmland from the Ko- 
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rean peasants and squeezed their harvests, 


the fruit of the sweats of the Korean pea- 
sants. 

Today the South Korean countryside has 
been turned into a land of chronic famine 
under the colonial rule of U.S. imperialism. 
Still unsatisfied, the Pak Jung Hi clique 
are working hard to see the vicious Japa- 
nese plunderers make a comeback to South 
Korea. 


Peasants of South Korea! Rise up, hand 
in hand with the working class, in the pa- 
triotic struggle against the aggressive ma- 
chinations of the U.S. and Japanese impe- 
rialists and the country-selling schemes of 
the Pak Jung Hi clique! 

Hold massive demonstrations and collec- 
tive resistance struggles in every farm vil- 
lage of South Korea! 


Fishermen of South Korea, defend your 
fishing grounds, your life-line. 

Youths and students, and _ intellectuals, 
close your ranks at this critical juncture and 
raise again the torchlight of resistance. 


Traders, industrialists and religious men 
of South Korea, unite with the entire peo- 
ple and smash the aggressive plots of the 
Japanese militarists and traitorous schemes 
of their stooges. 


Men and officers of the South Korean 
army! 


The Pak Jung Hi clique are scheming 
to make you twice merceneries of the U.S. 
aggressors and of the Japanese aggressors. 

The U.S. imperialists are bent on sending 
you to their aggressive wars in all parts 
of the world. Now they are dragging you 
to their aggressive war in South Vietnam. 

Your enemy is none other than the U.S. 
imperialists, the Japanese militarists who 
are trying to re-invade South Korea, and 
the Pak Jung Hi clique, their faithful 
stooges. 


Shake off your lot of being the U.S. 
merceneries and come over to the side of 
the people! 


Disobey the orders of U.S. imperialism and 
its stooges. Do not allow yourselves to he 
dragged into suppressing the national-sal- 
vation struggle of the patriotic people. But 
join your parents and brothers who are 


fighting against the traitorous “South Ko- 
rea-Japan talks.” 

Refuse to go to the shambles of South 
Vietnam where you will die a useless death! 

The vile intrigues of the Japanese mili- 
tarists whose claws of re-invasion have 
reached South Korea run counter to the 
interests of the Japanese people, tco. 


The Japanese people are valiantly strug- 
gling against the vicious schemes of the 
U.S. and Japanese imperialists that are set 
to bring the criminal “South Korea-Japan 
talks” to a conclusion and set up the “north- 
east Asia military alliance’ to make Japan 
a victim of their policy of aggression in the 
Far East and Asia. 


The Korean people extend active sup- 
port and encouragement to the just strug- 
gle of the Japanese people and express warm 
solidarity with them. 


The root cause of all misfortunes and 
hardships the South Korean people are 
now undergoing rests with U.S. occupation 
of South Korea and its colonial rule. The 
South Korean compatriots must fight all 
the more bravely under the banner of anti- 
American, national-salvation struggle to 
drive out the U.S. imperialists from South 
Korea and accomplish the peaceful unifi- 
cation of the country by the Koreans with- 
out foreign interference. 


In conclusion, the appeal emphasizes: 

The northern part of our country has 
built a powerful national economy which 
can ensure the unification and independence 
of the country and its prosperity and de- 
velopment. And a powerful material foun- 
dation has been laid, which will revive the 
devastated South Korean economy and 
save the South Korean people from the 
awkward predicament. 


On our land, one and the same territory, 
we have such a powerful material founda- 
tion. Why should we then beg foreign ag- 
gressors and invite them into our country? 
It would spell only a tragedy of ruin for the 
nation. 

Raise higher the banner of anti-U.S., na- 
tional-salvation struggle for realizing North- 
South economic and cultural intercourse 
and co-operation and the peaceful unifica- 
tion of the country without outside inter- 
ference. 

Our age is one of great revoiution. All 
the oppressed nations and exploited peoples 
cn this planet are fighting for national sov- 
ereignty and self-determination, for free- 
dom and liberation. 


Today the revolutionary storms are sweep- 
ing over the continents of Asia, Africa, 
and Latin America. And amid the raging 
flames of the struggle, colonial nations, 
which have been oppressed, humiliated, and 
maltreated for centuries, are driving out 
the aggressors to win freedom and libera- 
tion. 

The liquidation of colonialism has be- 
come the torrents of the time which noth- 
ing can block, and the imperialists are being 
isolated and rejected more and more. 


Ours is a nation with a long history, a 
brilliant culture and a patriotic tradition. 
How can we tolerate the foreign imperial- 
ists’ invasion of our land? 

United as one, we must rise up in a na- 
tion-wide struggle to frustrate the ‘South 
Korea-Japan talks”, drive out the U.S. im- 
perialists, and accomplish the peaceful uni- 
fication of the country by the Koreans 
themselves. 

Victory is on the side of the Korean peo- 
ple who have risen up in the righteous 
struggle! 


Summary of the Speech by Kang Ryang Wook, 
Co-Chairman of the C.C. of the United 
Democratic Fatherland Front and Vice- 
Chairman of the Committee for Peaceful 


Unification of 


The speaker pointed out, at the outset, 
that the Japanese militarists and the Pak 
Jung Hi clique, the traitors to the nation, 
are working mad, under the manipulation 
of U.S. imperialism, to bring the “South 
Korea-Japan talks’ to a final conclusion. 

Referring to the real nature of the “South 
Korea-Japan talks” he said: 

The “South Korea-Japan talks” are a 
product of the U.S. imperialists’ policy of 
aggression towards Korea, aimed at coping 
with the crisis that their colonial rule over 
South Korea faces by knocking together 
the Japanese militarists and the South Ko- 
rean puppet clique; the “talks” are part of 
their aggressive policy in the Far East 
designed to set up the “Northeast Asia 
military alliance” by banding up their pup- 
pets with the Japanese militarists as the 
core. 

The “South Korea-Japan talks’’ provide 
a fertile ground for the Japanese militarists, 
‘who, taking advantage of the aggressive po- 
licy of U.S. imperialism, are set to hatch 
a plan to accomplish their reinvasion of 
South Korea, and, in the end, to restore 
their old position in Asia. 


The “South Korea-Japan talks’ are a 
bargaining counter for the traitorous Pak 
Jung Hi clique who are working to prolong 
their ugly existence, whose days are num- 
bered, and reduce South Korea to a per- 
manent colony of the U.S. and Japanese im- 
perialists. To this end, they are to sell off 
the vital interests of the South Korean 
people and the entire Korean people for a 
few dollar bills. 

The speaker spoke in detail how Japanese 
militarism is stretching its claws of aggres- 
sion to every domain of South Korea behind 
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the Fatherland 


the “talks.” 

Having set up various agencies in big citi- 
es of South Korea including Seoul, Japanese 
Zaibatsu—"Mitsubishi,” “Sumitomo,” and 
others that had bled the Korean people 
white in the past—is selling at high prices 
their surplus goods and worn-out equipment 
under various names, “trade,” ‘‘technical co- 
operation,” etc. Then they have begun the 
export of capital to South Korea in real ear- 
nest. 

Now the Japanese monopoly capital has 
penetrated into all domains of South Korea’s 
economy—industry, agriculture, construc- 
tion, transportation, finance, etc. And it is 
extending its tentacles even to small and 
middle enterprises, to say nothing of large 
ones. 

All this shows that the penetration of Ja- 
panese monopolies into South Korea is ex- 
panding both in its scale and scope. 

Now in South Korea, where American cul- 
ture and American way of life are flourish- 
ing, are added obscene fictions, sex films, 
and cheap popular songs of Japan. On top of 
it, ultra nationalist religious organs such as 
“Shoka Gakkai” and “Tenrikyo” have come 
into South Korea to lay the foundation for 
ideological aggression. 


It is an open secret that the South Korean 
puppet army is supplied with many Japan- 
made heavy tanks, armoured cars, and mi- 
litary motorcars; and all its heavy weapons 
including aircraft are repaired in Japan. 

The Japanese militarists frequently send 
officers of the Japanese Defence Agency to 
South Korea under the name of ‘diplomatic 
missions.” They are planning to station “re- 
sident defence officers” in Seoul to train the 
South Korean puppet troops, and ultimately 


to establish a joint operations system. 

Thus, today in South Korea one _ head- 
quarters after another for aggression and 
plunder, like the “government-general,”’ 
“oriental development company” and “in- 
dustrial bank” of the past before liberation, 
are making their appearances. 

The Japanese militarists have been drum- 
ming that “Korea must be imbued with the 
spirit of Hirobumi Ito (the first Japanese 
Commissioner who came to Korea for the 
ground work for Japanese occupation of Ko- 
rea. He was later shot to death by a Korean 
patriot —Ed.)”, and “it is the mission of Ja- 
panese diplomacy to push up the 38th Paral- 
lel beyond the Amrok River.” 


Now things have come to even such point. 
Not long ago, Shinichi Takasugi, chief dele- 
gate of the Japanese side to the “South 
Korea-Japan talks,” had the audacity to state 
publicly that “Japan had better control 
Korea again for 20 years,” and now Japan 
should “swallow up South Korea in a lump 
as an elder brother.” 

Pointing out that this eloquently shows 
how desperately the revived Japanese mili- 
tarism is working to reinvade South Korea 
and for expansion, the speaker stressed that 
the entire people of North and South Korea, 
who always remember the bitter history un- 
der the colonial rule of Japanese imperial- 
ism, have risen up resolutely to oppose and 
reject the Japanese schemes of re-invasion 
of South Korea and wipe out the evil in- 
fluences of the Japanese imperialists which 
have penetrated deep into South Korea. 

He went on to expose various machina- 
tions of the Pak Jung Hi gang to usher the 
Japanese militarists into South Korea at the 
bidding of U.S. imperialism, their master. 

The traitorous Pak Jung Hi clique, from 
the very first days of its coming to power, 
has been boasting of its “government” being 
the most pro-Japanese one among all the 
preceding puppet regimes and put every- 
thing at the mercy of its old master, Japa- 
nese imperialists, in the ‘South Korea-Japan 
talks.” 

Referring to the “property claim on Ja- 
pan” the speaker said: 


It is a question of Japan’s reparations for 
innumerable losses of lives and properties 


that the Korean people suffered at the hands 
of the Japanese imperialists for nearly half 
a century in the past. 

During their occupation of Korea the Ja- 
panese imperialists arrested, imprisoned, and 
massacred countless patriots and innocent 
people. Then they dragged millions of our 
people to their aggressive war or to muni- 
tions factories and coal mines. Koreans were 
made their cannon fodder, they were driven 
like the beast. In the end, they were massac- 
red en masse and became crippled. During 
the Pacific War alone the Japanese imperia- 
lists forcibly drafted as labourers some 
3,340,000 Korean men. 


The Japanese imperialists plundered a 
huge amount of gold, silver, and other treas- 
ures of Korea: 249 tons of gold and 89 
tons of silver through the “Bank-of Korea” 
alone. Besides, the avaricious Japanese im- 
perialists pillaged our inexhaustible mineral 
resources, and shipped away nearly 
10,000,000 suk of rice (one suk equals 150 
kg.) every year and a great quantity of 
other products and tens of thousands of 
world-famous historical relics of Korea to 
Japan. The material damages the Japanese 
imperialists caused to the people of Korea 
during their occupation of Korea amount 
to hundreds of billions of won in Korean 
currency. 

As is clearly seen, the question of “pro- 
perty claim on Japan” is one concerning the 
Japanese militarists making compensation to 
the entire Korean people for the price of 
blood that they made the Korean people 
shed. And the Korean people have due rights 
to demand such reparations. 


But the Pak Jung Hi clique took care of 
the property claim on Japan for a mere song 
of 300,000,000 dollars through the “Kim Jong 
Pil-Ohira memorandum in 1962.” Even that, 
it must be mentioned, is to come in various 
goods and worn-out equipment according to 
a list drawn up by the Japanese Zaibatsu 
under the name of ‘economic co-operation.” 
making South Korea’s economy a complete 
appendage to Japanese imperialism. 

The speaker drew attention to the claim of 
the Pak Jung Hi clique for settling the so- 
called property claim on Japan—a “govern- 
ment loan” of 200 million dollars and a “pri-

vate loan” of 100 million dollars. Then he 
dwelt on the “fishery issue,” one of the key 
issues in the “South Korea-Japan talks,” a 
question that has a direct bearing on the one 
million fishing population and the fishing in- 
dustry itself of South Korea. 

The South Korean fisherman are suffering 
poverty and poor fish haul due to the pre- 
datory policies of the U.S. imperialists and 
their running dogs. To protect the fishing 
grounds and marine resources and to im- 


prove the fishing condition of the South Ko-’ 


rean fishermen is urgently needed. Yet the 
Pak Jung Hi clique, suppressing the demand 
of the fishermen by force, are trading off to 
the Japanese militarists what marine resour- 
ces there are left and fishing rights for a 
paltry “fishery credit.” 

This “credit” is nothing but a snare for 
Japan to put South Korea’s fish haul under 
its control by supplying South Korea with 
old fishing boats and fishing nets. To be 
sure, they talk about ‘seas under one’s ex- 
clusive jurisdiction and under joint control.” 
But these are only to mislead the public. 
Already every day hundreds of Japanese fi- 
shing boats penetrate deep into the fishing 
grounds of South Korea’s seas, like their 
own, to steal away fishes. The Japanese em- 
ploy every means to get more fish. Even 
they are dynamiting the seas to take away 
some 800,000 tons of fish on the average eve- 
ry year. Such fish haul, when it is calcula- 
ted in terms of money, is far more than the 
“fishery credit” the Japanese promised the 
Pak Jung Hi clique, and it is 3 times as 
much as the total annual fish haul of South 
Korea. 

Referring to the question of the Korean 
nationals in Japan—another point dealt 
with in the “South Korea-Japan talks’—the 
speaker said: 


This is one of the questions that the Japa- 
nese colonial rule over Korea had brought 
about. 

Among the Korean nationals in Japan are 
those whom the Japanese colonial rulers 
dragged there for forced labour and those 
who went to Japan to earn a livelihood leav- 
ing their native shores where they could 
no longer sustain themselves under the sa- 
vage colonial rule of Japanese imperialism. 
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The Korean nationals in Japan are survi- 
vors of such maltreatment and humiliation 
at the hands of Japanese imperialism. 

They are citizens of the Democratic Peo- 
ple’s Republic of Korea, their home country. 
And it is the responsibility of the Japanese 
ruling circles to guarantee the Korean na- 
tionals in Japan the lawful treatment and all 
national and democratic rights due to them 
under international law. 


The puppet Pak Jung Hi clique and the 
Japanese reactionaries talk about “legal sta- 
tus” of the Korean nationals in Japan in the 
talks, only to infringe upon all rights of the 
Korean nationals and persecute them in va- 
rious ways. 

The Pak Jung Hi clique make quite a noi- 
se about “mutual assistance” and “‘collective 
security.” They are saying: “Without the 
economic aid of Japan, Korea’s economy 
cannot be expected to develop.” But, all this 
is not accidental because the Pak Jung Hi 
clique are attempting to shield their traitor- 
ous acts. 

The characters of the Pak Jung Hi clique 
have been shameful running-dogs of imperi- 
alism all through their lives. In the pre-libe- 
ration days they were cat’s paws of the Japa- 
nese imperialists; then they became agents 
of U.S. imperialism. To betray the nation 
and the people has been their trade. 

The Pak Jung Hi gang is a pillar of U.S. 
colonial rule in South Korea, a guide to the 
Japanese comeback to South Korea. They 
are the most faithful hirelings of the U.S. 
and Japanese imperialists. 


It is not too difficult to picture what state 
South Korea would be in, if the “South 
Korea-Japan talks” are brought to a conclu- 
sion and “South Korea-Japan relations are 
normalized.” 

If the machinations of the puppet Pak 
Jung Hi clique and the Japanese militarists 
are allowed to materialize, Japanese Zaiba- 
tsu will flood South Korea all the more vi- 
gorously to turn it into a market for surplus 
goods of Japan, to plunder at random the 
rich resources of our land and sea, and to 
exploit labour at a cheap price.’ 

Then, the crippled South Korean economy, 
owing to the pressure of the U.S. aggressors 
and a handful of comprador capitalists who 


are in league with the former, will only ha- 
sten its final and complete doom; the peo- 
ple will be naked of all rights; and their in- 
terests be ignored totally by the U.S. pirates. 
Only hunger and poverty will be the lot of 
the South Korean people. Moreover, num- 
berless Japanese fishing boats escorted by 
armed vessels will intrude into territorial 
waters of South Korea to catch fishes. The 
South Korean fishermen would be barred 
from going out to the seas, even off the 
South Korean coasts. Soon the wealth of the 
seas would be gone altogether. 

If the plots of the aggressors and the trai- 
tors are allowed to materialize, there will be 
a firmer military collusion between South 
Korea and Japan; Japanese military bases 
will be established in various parts of South 
Korea including Dokdo Island; Japanese 
warplanes and ships will patrol the air and 
seas of South Korea threatening the security 
of the whole Korea. Who can say for sure 
then that the South Korean puppet army 
and youths would not become cannon fodder 
not only for the U.S. army but also for the 
Japanese militarists that dreamed the con- 
quest of Asia in the past? 

When the “South Korea-Japan talks” are 
concluded, South Korea would be at the mer- 
cy of the Japanese economic and political 
aggression, and the Japanese imperialists 
would appear as new rulers, together with 
the U.S. imperialists, turning South Korea 
into a dual colony of Washington and Tokyo. 

If all this is allowed to take place, a new 
obstacle would be laid in the road of the 
country’s unification which the entire Korean 
people of thirty million wish, and a more 
disastrous lot would befall the South Korean 
people. . 

A resolute struggle is needed to frustrate 
fhe aggressive intrigues of the Japanese mi- 
litarists and the traitorous acts of the Pak 
Jung Hi clique. The Japanese militarists 
have been the enemy of our people through 
our history. 

The bitter history of national ruin should 
not be allowed to repeat itself. The entire 
Korean people, united as one, must wage a 
nation-wide struggle to lay bare and crush 
the “South Korea-Japan talks” which would 
bring only aggression and national ruin to 
South Korea, cut down the Samurai’s ten- 


tacles of re-invasion of South Korea, let no 
Japanese set his foot on the soil of Korea, 
and drive out all scouts and advance party 
of the Japanese aggressors. 

With their heroic struggle, the South Ko- 
rean people and youths and students sma- 
shed last year the schemes of the enemy for 
an early settlement of the “South Korea-Ja- 
pan talks.” 

Now Pak Jung Hi and his cohorts who 
barely managed to escape in one piece from 
the angry waves of the people’s resistance 
with the help of their guns and bayonets, are 
impudent enough to perpetrate again their 
traitorous acts, 

As the June 3 Resistance shows, the trai- 
torous Pak Jung Hi clique should be over- 
thrown if the “South Korea-Japan talks” are 
to be crushed and the schemes of the Japa- 
nese militarists to reinvade South Korea be 
put upon the rocks. 

The Pak Jung Hi clique all the way have 
rejected any North-South contact and inter- 
change, to say nothing of the country’s uni- 
fication. Country-selling and enslavement 
are their wares. 

The South Korean people from all walks 
of life—workers, peasants, youths, students, 
intellectuals, medium and small industria- 
lists and religious men—must unite firmly 
and come out with the same bravery and 
heroism as displayed in the April 19 Up- 
rising and June 3 Resistance to shatter the 
“South Korea-Japan talks” and throw the 
traitorous Pak Jung Hi regime overboard. 

Pointing out that the U.S. imperialists are 
the very organizers and wirepullers of the 
“South Korea-Japan talks,” the speaker sta- 
ted Washington is driving Seoul and Tokyo 
to a speedy settlement of the “talks.” 

Panic-stricken by the developments in 
South Korea and Asia, which spell disadvan- 
tage to them, today the U.S. imperialists are 
hurrying more than ever with the conclusion 
of the criminal “talks.” 

After the April 19 Uprising, the U.S. co- 
lonial rule over South Korea called the “last 
bastion of U.S. prestige’ has been shaken. 

Since the Pak Jung Hi clique came into 
power, the South Korean people have cease- 
lessly waged mass struggles for democratic 
freedom and sovereignty, with the result 
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that the national and class antagonism has 
become all the more acute. Today in Asia 
the anti-imperialist, national-liberation stru- 
ggle of the peoples is becoming intense all 
the more. 


The stubborn armed struggle of the South 
Vietnamese people has driven the U.S. im- 
perialists to a tight corner. The U.S. aggres- 
sive policies are being frustrated in Laos. 
Cambodia, Indonesia, and other areas of 
Asia. 


In an attempt to oppress and choke the 
national-liberation struggle of the Asian peo- 
ple that is gaining in strength day by day 
and free themselves from today’s predica- 
ment, the U.S. imperialists are working hard 
to make the Japanese militarists enter a mi- 
litary alliance with the Pak Jung Hi hordes 
so as to drive the former as a shock brigade 
of U.S. aggression in Asia. Therefore, the 
banner of anti-U.S. national-salvation fight 
must be held higher to crush the “South 
Korea-Japan talks” and cut down the aggres- 
sive tentacles of the Japanese militarists. It 
is none other than U.S. imperialism that is 
instigating the Japanese militarists to re- 
invade Korea. 


Only when the U.S. aggressors are driven 
out and their colonial rule is put to an end, 
the speaker pointed out, can the South Ko- 
rean people get rid of the present misfortu- 
nes and sufferings, and the country’s unifi- 
cation without outside interference be ac- 
complished. 


Whenever the country was invaded by fo- 
reign imperialists, the whole nation, united 
as one, repulsed the aggressors and defen- 
ded the country’s sovereignty and national 
dignity with blood. 


Since the Japanese pirates occupied Korea 
with the help of a handful of traitors, the 
Korean people had waged nation-wide strug- 
gle, including the March 1 Popular Uprising, 
June 10 Movement and Kwangjoo Student 
Movement. And the Japanese aggressors 
were terrified. | 


The Korean communists rose up with arms 
in their hands under the leadership of Com-

eign Affairs of the Democratic People’s Repub- 
$ lic of Korea issued a statement in connection 
with the “treaty on basic relations between the 
ROK and Japan” initialled by the Japanese 


On February 25, 1965, the Ministry of For- 


government and the Pak Jung Hi clique of 
South Korea that are pressing for an early 
conclusion of the “ROK-Japan talks.” 


Following is the full text of the statement. 
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Today the Japanese government and the 
Pak Jung Hi regime of South Korea are 
working all the more frenziedly to bring 
the “ROK-Japan talks’ to an early con- 
clusion and _ realize their aggressive and 
treacherous designs under the manipula- 
tion of U.S. imperialism. 


Having already drawn up various “draft 
agreements,’ they are hurrying with the 
“signing”. 

On February 20, the Pak Jung Hi regime 
and the Japanese government initialled ‘the 
“treaty on basic relations between the ROK 
and Japan” during the visit of Japanese 
Foreign Minister Shiina to South Korea. 
This is another case of outright challenge 
to the Korean and Japanese peoples and 
world public opinion that oppose the cri- 
minal ‘“ROK-Japan talks.” 

The “treaty” says that South Korea and 
Japan are to establish diplomatic and con- 
sular relationship and exchange diplomatic 
representatives at ambassadorial level with- 
out delay, and provides for entering into 
negotiations at an early date to conclude 
treaties on trade, navigation and commerce 
and an agreement on civil air transport. 

This is tantamount to opening wide the 
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door for the Japanese militarist forces to 
re-invade South Korea on a legal basis. 


On the strength of this “treaty” all and 
sundry Japanese apostles of aggression who 
frequent South Korea, so far surreptitious- 


ly to avoid public eye, will swarm there 


openly and swaggeringly. 

Already on the day following the initial- 
ling of this ‘treaty,’ the monopoly capi- 
talist circles of Japan, shouting for joy, 
ranted about immediately sending missions 
to seize the new market of South Korea. 

As was brought to light earlier, the Ja- 
panese militarist circles have already drawn 
up an elaborate plan for the movement of 
Japanese troops to South Korea in a top 
secret document called “operation three 
arrows’ of the “Defence Agency.”’ 

It is a foregone conclusion that when this 
“treaty” is ratified, the Japanese militarist 
forces will throw over South Korea a net- 
work of advance bases for aggression under 
multifarious signboards, dispatching an 
“ambassador”, establishing consulates in 
different places, and setting up many firms 
and religious organizations. 


South Korea is now faced with the 
danger of being reduced once again to a 
colony of Japanese imperialism in sub- 


stance and becoming a dual colony of U.S. 
and Japanese imperialism. 

When South Korea is placed under the 
dual domination of the U.S. and Japanese 
imperialists, the partition of Korea will be 
more fossilized and her peaceful unification 
shelved. 

That the Japanese militarist forces start 
to re-invade South Korea and to take the 
road of overseas expansion signifies Japan 
once again becoming a hotbed of a new 
war in the Far East. And this runs counter, 
too, to the fundamental interests of the 
Japanese people, and poses a menace to the 
entire people of Asia. 


The Government of the Democratic Peo- 
ple’s Republic of Korea resolutely denoun- 
ces the “treaty on basic relations between 
the ROK and Japan” as an infamous trai- 
torous act of the Pak Jung Hi clique against 
the basic interests of the Korean people 
and a crime of U.S. and Japanese imperial- 
ism jeopardizing peace in the Far East and 
Asia. 
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This year marks a full sexagenary cycle 
from the last* Eulsa year of 1905 (the year 
of serpent in the lunar calender —FEd.). 

And, today, the march of events reminds 
one of the situation which prevailed in the 
period between 1876 when Japanese imperi- 
alism forced the “Kangwha Island Treaty” 
upon Korea and 1905 when the “Eulsa 
Protectorate Treaty’ was imposed on her. 

There is little doubt that the initialling 
of the “treaty on basic relations between 
the ROK and Japan’ was done under the 
direct manipulation of the U.S. imperialists 
who are very anxious to round off the 
“ROK-Japan talks” as early as possible. 

Exactly sixty years ago, the United Sta- 
tes, through the “Taft-Katsura secret agree- 
ment,” actively supported and assisted Ja- 
pan in occupying Korea for its now occu- 
pation of the Philippines. 

Today the United States is trying to use 
the revived Japanese militarist forces as a 
“shock brigade” in Asia in its schemes to 
invade the socialist countries, suppress the 


* In 1905 the Japanese imperialists 
imposed the “Eulsa protectorate trea- 
ty’ on Korea, which led to Japanese 
occupation of Korea in 1910. 


national-liberation movement, and bolster 
its tottering colonial system. And, as a re- 
ward for this, the United States is to pro- 
vide Japan with an opportunity to stage 
a comeback to South Korea. 


A secret agreement was reached on. this 
score at the Washington talks held last 
January between U.S. President Johnson 
and Japanese Prime Minister Sato. 


At the Washington talks, Sato restated 
Japan’s old design for the “greater East 
Asia co-prosperity sphere” and demanded 
U.S. recognition of Japan’s dominant posi- 
tion in Asia in return for its active support 
of the U.S. imperialists’ aggression. Sato 
also ‘maintained that in case of emergency 
in Asia, the air and ground forces of South 
Korea and Japan should be put under one 
command and the commander be a Japa- 
nese. 


The recent initialling of the “treaty on 
basic relations between the ROK and Ja- 
pan” is part of the secret agreement be- 
tween Johnson and Sato. 


It might be said that, with this treaty 
initialled, the formation of the aggressive 
“Northeast Asia Military Alliance” long 
brewed by U.S. imperialism has entered 
the decisive stage of completion. 


U.S. imperialism is trying to draw into 
this Japan-centred aggressive military bloc 
not only South Korea, Taiwan, South Viet- 
nam, and the Philippines, but even Thai- 
land, ‘Malaysia’, Australia, and New Zea- 
land with the aim of reinforcing the ship- 
wrecked Seato owing to the contradictions 
among the “allies.” 


Bogged down in their war of aggression 
in South Vietnam, the U.S. imperialists 
have started hurling into the war the South 
Korean puppet troops under their direct 
command. 


It is quite clear that when the “North- 
east Asia Military Alliance” is completed, 
occasioned by the so-called “restoration of 
diplomatic relations” between South Korea 
and Japan, the U.S. imperialists will, using 
it as a lever, make Japanese troops join in 
every scheme of U.S. aggression on a full 
scale, dragging them into South Korea, into 
the aggressive war in South Vietnam, ete. 
U.S. imperialism is seeking to attain its 
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aggressive ends by making Asians fight 
Asians. 

Ail the facts glaringly show once again 
that U.S. imperialism is the avowed enemy 
of the Korean people and the common 
enemy of the peoples of Asia and the 
world. 
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Today the revived Japanese militarists, 
dreaming of rebuilding their old colonial 
empire that fell to the ground, indulge 
themselves in believing they have all the 
rights to invade and dominate South Korea 
again. They are far from apologizing or 
repenting their barbarous rule and plunder 
of Korea and ruthless suppression and 
murder of the Korean people for nearly 
forty years in the past. On the contrary, 
they have the effrontery to claim that they 
had done much “good” for Korea. 


Some time ago, Takasugi, chief delegate 
of the Japanese side to the “ROK-Japan 
talks”, stated: “Japan had better contrel 
Korea again for twenty years” and “Japan 
should now swallow up South Korea in 
one lump in a manner befitting a big 
brother.” 

To be sure, there has been a stream of 
such aggressive, reckless remarks from the 
present ruling circles of Japan since the 
first days of the ‘“ROK-Japan talks,” Ko- 
‘rea’s “benefit” under the colonial rule, 
“Japan-Korea federation,’ “Japan-Korea 
community,” etc., etc. 

Renzo Sawada, the former Japanese chief 
‘delegate to the “ROK-Japan talks’, open- 
ly declared: “We will lose face before our 
ancestors. and our seniors, if we do not rise 
and push up the 38th Parallel beyond the 
Amrok River. This is the mussion of Ja- 
pan’s diplomacy.” 

Japanese Foreign Minister Shiina who 
recently visited South Korea had gone so 
far as to laud that it was “glorious imperi- 
alism” that Japan had occupied Taiwan, 
annexed Korea, and invaded Manchuria. 

The “treaty on basic relations between 
the ROK and Japan” has been drawn up 
in such a way to provide the Japanese mili- 
tarists with a vehicle of realizing their 
nefarious aggressive ends. 

‘Simply to mislead the people ambiguous 
phrases have been inserted in the “treaty” 
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terming “null and void” the treaties and 
agreements concluded in the past between 
Korea and Japan, the 1910 “Korea-Japan 
Treaty on Annexation” included. 

But the insertion of such phrases would 
not actually place any restriction on the 
activities of the Japanese militarists. 

If Japan sincerely is for invalidating all 
the past aggressive treaties and agreements, 
it should feel keenly the responsibility for 
every aggressive crime it committed in 
Korea. And, if so, it should start showing 
indeed its atonement for the crimes. 

But nowhere is to be seen any manifesta- 
tion of such deed. 

Under the new “treaty,” Japan, far from 
assuming the responsibility to atone for its 
past crimes, is guaranteed, just as under 
the old treaties, all possibilities for fre- 
quenting South Korea at will and build- 
ing up a privileged position for its colonial 
rule. 

Therefore, the “treaty on basic relations 
between the ROK and Japan” is, in essence, 
as pernicious and traitorous a document as 
the “1905 -Protectorate Treaty” and the 
hv aiuads apan Treaty on Annexation” of 
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It is an insult intolerable to the Korean 
people that the Japanese militarists should 
shout about Korea’s “benefit” under colo- 
nial rule and demand openly their domina- 
tion of South Korea again.’ Every Korean 
who cherishes the honour and dignity of 
the nation is fired with indignation at this, 

However, the Pak Jung Hi clique, in ac- 
cordance with the U.S. plan of aggression 
and betraying the country and the nation, 
are doing devotedly everything to pave the 
way for the Japanese militarists in the 
latter’s- reinvasion of South Korea. 

Pak Jung Hi who professes himself to be 
in the “father and son” relation with the 
Japanese militarists did his best to be in 
his master’s good graces when Shiina visited 
Seoul; he begged him to “take into consi- 
deration the bitter sentiments of the nation 
that prevent him from going all the way, 
for which he is fully prepared.” 

The Pak Jung Hi clique is_ selling off, 
above all, the state power of South Korea 
to Japanese militarism through the recent 


“treaty on basic relations between the ROK 
and Japan.” 

Pak Jung Hi and company are set to 
push ahead with the ‘“ROK-Japan talks” 
and to drop the vast reparation claim of 
the Korean people for the crimes commit- 
ted by the Japanese imperialists for a few 
hundred million dollars. 

Furthermore, they are out to sell off the 
fishing grounds of South Korea, democra- 
tic national rights of the Korean citizens 
in Japan, and even the Dokdo Island, a sac- 
red territory of our fatherland. 

The Pak Jung Hi clique are pleading: all 
this is for “modernising” South Korea and 
“solving the question of people’s living.” 

But it is an out-and-out lie to say that 
the country will be “modernised” with 
“soodwill” and “co-operation” of the Japa- 
nese militarists, who mercilessly suppres- 
sed, plundered, and slaughtered the Ko- 
rean people in the past. 

The Pak Jung Hi clique will stop at 
nothing in committing treachery if it is to 
prolong their tottering traitorous regime by 
hooks or by crooks and to feather their 
nests, _ 

The Pak Jung Hi clique are indeed a 
band of second Li Wan Yong and the *Five 
Traitors of the Year of Eulsa (1905). 

The traitorous gang who betray the coun- 
try and nation shall not escape the stern 
judgement of the people. 
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The Government of the Democratic 
People’s Republic of Korea has clarified 
more than once its stand toward the ‘“ROK- 
Japan talks.” 

Particularly, in its December 13, 1962, 
statement, the Government of the Demo- 
cratic People’s Republic of Korea pointed 
out that it is entirely unlawful for the Ja- 
panese government to try to settle one- 
sidedly and by deceptive means with the 
South Korean authorities, which can re- 
present no Korean, important questions 
pending—the questions which have arisen

through history in Korea-Japanese rela- 
tions and which concern the general inter- 
ests of the peoples of the two countries. 
And it held that such questions should be 
solved after Korea is unified. 

The statement warned solemnly that 
whatever agreement the Japanese govern~ 
ment may conclude unilaterally with the 
South Korean puppet regime in defiance 
of the fair and reasonable demand of the 
Government of the Democratic People’s 
Republic of Korea, it will be entirely null 
and void. 

The Japanese government, however, re- 
fused to lend an ear to the just demand 
and warning of the Government of the 
Democratic People’s Republic of Korea. 

The Japanese government is set to con- 
tinue the “ROK-Japan talks” with the 
South Korean puppet regime and to infringe 
upon the interests of the entire Korean 
people by more fraudulent and conspirato- 
rial methods. 

In an attempt to justify its criminal 
scheme, the Japanese government is trying 
hard to shore up the South Korean puppet 
regime, while demonstrating hostility to- 
wards the Democratic People’s Republic of 
Korea. 

In the recent “treaty on basic relations 
between the ROK and Japan’, too, the Ja- 
panese government attempted to put the 
garb of legality on its criminal shady diplo- 
macy, by terming the South Korean puppet 
regime being the “only lawful government” 
in Korea. In this, the Japanese government 
bases its argument on the “resolutions of 
the U.N. General Assembly.” Nothing could 
be more ridiculous than that. 

It has already been exposed before the 
whole world that the “U.N. resolutions” on 
Korea are what the U.S. coercion brought 
ety in contravention of the U.N. Charter 
itself. 


Moreover, as to the functions of the U.N., 
it is beyond its competence to pass judge- 
ment on the legality of a certain govern- 
ment. 

With no ruse can the Japanese govern- 
ment conceal the fact that the Pak Jung 
Hi regime is a puppet regime illegally cook- 
ed up at gun point of U.S. imperialism and 
is only a group of traitorous swindlers who 
can represent none of the Korean people. 

The so-called Republic of Korea is noth- 
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ing but a colonial ruling machinery; it has 
neither political sovereignty, nor economic 
independency, and the prerogative of the 
supreme command. Everything is in the 
hands of U.S. imperialism. 


‘The Pak Jung Hi regime cannot survive 
even a day by itself. It owes its existence 
to the military power of U.S. imperialism. 


The Government of the Democratic Peo- 
ple’s Republic of Korea once again solemn- 
ly states that whatever agreement the Ja- 
panese government and the Pak Jung Hi 
clique may reach at the “ROK-Japan talks” 
on questions concerning the interests of the 
entire Korean people, it will recognize none, 
but declare null and void and that these 
questions will be duly raised and examined 
anew after a unified, people’s government 
is established in Korea. 

The Japanese government must imme- 
diately stop the ‘“ROK-Japan talks” which 
run counter to the general interests of both 
the Korean and Japanese peoples and 


must revoke the “treaty on basic relations 
between the ROK and Japan” initialled re- 
cently. 

The Japanese militarists regenerated 
under the aegis of U.S. imperialism, may 
indulge in dreaming of overseas. expansion. 
But they must realize that this is not 
1905, the Eulsa Year of sixty years ago. 
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The entire people of North and South 
Korea who have the Democratic People’s 
Republic of Korea—their glorious father- 
land—will fight more resolutely to smash 
the scheme of Japanese imperialism to 
reinvade South Korea, liberate South Ko- 
rea from the colonial yoke of U.S. imperi- 
alism, and accomplish the peaceful unifica- 
tion of the country at the earliest date. 

Today the Japanese people, too, are 
fighting on a wide scale against the ‘“ROK- 
Japan talks” and the resumption of the 
aggressive policy of expansion of Japanese 
militarism. 

The voice against the Japanese militar- 
ists’ expansion is getting louder among the 
peoples of Asia and other parts of the 
world. 


The Government of the Democratic Peo- 
ple’s Republic of Korea and the entire Ko- 
rean people express their firm determina- 
tion to keep up, firmly joining hands with 
the Japanese people and all other peace- 
loving people of Asia and the world, a 
staunch struggle against the policy of ag- 
gression and war of the U.S. imperialists 
and against the machinations of the Japa- 
nese militarists who are set to embark 
upon the road of aggression once again in 
Asia with the backing of U.S. imperialism.

On January 20, 1965, in connection with the 
criminal schemes of the U.S. imperialists and 
3 their stooges, the Pak Jung Hi clique, to send 
South Korean youths to the aggressive war in 
South Vietnam to expand the war, the Korean

To the peoples in Asian and African 
countries and the world peace-loving 
people! 

Recently, the U.S. imperialists have come 
up with a new criminal scheme to drive 
out South Korean youths en masse to their 
shameful aggressive war against the South 
Vietnamese people. 

The U.S. imperialists pressed the Pak 
Jung Hi puppet gang, their faithful lackeys, 
to dispatch over 100 South Korean puppet 
troops to South Vietnam in September last 
year. And the U.S. imperialists again de- 
cided on January 8 this year to drive more 
than 2,000 South Korean puppet troops into 
the aggressive war in South Vietnam. 

It is reported that the troops to be sent 
to South Vietnam will be transported at 
once by the U.S. air force stationed in 
South Korea, and an advance party has 
already been dispatched. 

The plot of U.S. imperialism and the 
Pak Jung Hi clique to dispatch South Ko- 
rean puppet troops to South Vietnam is 
not only a grave aggressive act against the 
Vietnamese people and a wanton violation 
of the 1954 Geneva agreements but also a 
provocation to the entire Korean people 
and a great menace to the peace and securi- 
ty of Asia. 


In order to turn South Vietnam into a 
perpetual U.S. colony the U.S. imperialists 
have been waging an “undeclared” aggres- 
sive war in this area for several years and 
committed all sorts of brutal outrages a- 
gainst the South Vietnamese people. 

However, the heroic struggle of the 
South Vietnamese people, who have risen 
up for freedom and national independence, 
is delivering one crushing blow aiter an- 
other. to the U.S. imperialists. The U.5. 
imperialists face their doom. 


Yet, instead of drawing lessons from 
such defeat, they are working to find a way 
out by “internationalizing” their aggressive 
war in South Vietnam. and dragging their 
“allies” into the war and “making Asians 
fight Asians.” 

Thus they have started in real earnest 
to hurl into their aggressive war in South 
Vietnam the South Korean puppet troops 
which are under their direct command and 
control, the cheapest cannon fodder to 
them. 

This is another case of intolerable insult 
to the youths and people of South Korea. 

The Pak Jung Hi clique, the faithful pup- 
pet and cat’s paw of the U.S. imperialists, 
are committing the unforgivable traitor- 
ous act, the darkest one in history, to send 
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South Korean youths to the jaws of death 
in South Vietnam. It is their intention by 
this to exhibit their loyalty to their mas- 
ters and to beg for “aid” as a price for the 
blood of our fellow-countrymen. 

The Korean Committee for Afro-Asian 
Solidarity and the Korean National Peace 
Committee, together with the entire Ko- 
rean people, vehemently condemn and in- 
dict the U.S. imperialists and the Pak 
Jung Hi gang for their scheme to send 
South Korean puppet troops to South Viet- 
nam. The whole nation is indignant beyond 
words. 

‘The criminal design of U.S. imperialism 
and the Pak Jung Hi clique is a part of the 
overall aggressive plan of U.S. imperialism 
to jeopardize the peace and security of the 
entire world, stamp out the angry flames of 
the national-liberation struggles rising in 
Asia, Africa, and Latin America, and im- 
pose again the fetters of colonial enslave- 
ment upon the peoples of the new-born 
independent states. 

The U.S. imperialists, waging the aggres- 
sive war in South Vietnam, stage provoca- 
tive acts in many parts of Asia to threaten 
independence and security of the coun- 
tries in these areas, and resort to every 
villainous scheme—subversion, intervention, 
destruction, and open armed aggression— 
against the peoples of many regions in Afri- 
ca including the Congo (L), who have risen 
up for freedom and independence. 

The U.S. imperialists that have occupied 
South Korea for the past 20 years, turned 
it into a colony and military base and 
brought immeasurable sufferings and mis- 
fortunes upon the people in South Korea. 

In gross violation of the Korean Armis- 
tice Agreement they have brought vari- 
ous atomic and rocket weapons into South 
Korea and frequently carry on military 
provocations against the northern half of 
the country along the military demarca- 
tion line. | 

Having deprived the people in South 
Korea even of their rudimentary democra- 
tic rights, the U.S. imperialists and their 
hirelings Pak Jung Hi clique suppress by 
force the righteous demand of the South 
Korean people for North-South contact and

interchange and for unification of the 
country. They doggedly lay obstacles in the 
road of unifying the country by Koreans 
without foreign interference, and attempt 
to perpetuate the division of Korea. 

Moreover, the U.S. imperialists are work- 
ing hard to make the Japanese militarists 
and the Pak Jung Hi clique bring the cri- 
minal “South Korea-Japan talks” to an early 
conclusion in a hope to tide over the crisis 
in their tottering colonial rule over South 
Korea, and cook up the aggressive “North- 
east Asia Military Alliance.” 

The U.S. imperialists might do every- 
thing to shore up their puppets and hire- 
lings and indulge in aggression. Never will 
they, however, be able to quench the rag- 
ing flames of the struggle of the peoples 
in Asia, Africa, and Latin America. 

The Asian and African peoples and the 
peace-loving people of the world who are 
fighting for national independence and 
peace will surely smash all the machina- 
tions of the imperialists for aggression and 
war and win a final victory by all means.

The U.S. imperialists are lately working 
overtime to expand the aggressive war in 
South Vietnam to the whole area of Indo- 
china. 

On January 13, the U.S. imperialists mo- 
bilized a large number of fighter-bombers 
in a provocative bombing and strafing of 
the liberated area in Xieng Khouang Prov- 
ince in Laos, inflicting an enormous loss 
of lives and property upon the peaceable 
people. 

And on January 22, warships of the U.S. 
imperialists and the South Vietnamese 
puppet clique bombarded Dong Hoi, Quang 
Binh Province of the Vietnam Democratic 


Republic, killing innocent, peaceable in- 
habitants. 
These facts are graphic proof that the 


U.S. imperialists are brazenly perpetrating 
armed intervention in Laos and trying to 
expand their aggressive war beyond the 
boundary of South Vietnam. 

As is known, the United States has ma- 
chinated in every way to rekindle the war 
in Laos even after the conclusion of the 
1962 Geneva agreement on Laos. 

U.S. imperialism and its lackeys staged 
a military coup d’etat in Vientiane in April 
1964 and openly wrecked the Laotian Gov- 
ernment of National Union. They have 
consistently opposed the proposal on con- 
vening a meeting of the participants of the

fourteen-nation Geneva Conference for the 
peaceful settlement of the situation created 
in Laos and incessantly perpetrated armed 
attacks against the liberated area of Laos. 

And the U.S. imperialists are persisting 
in their intrusions against the Vietnam 
Democratic Republic from the Laotian ter- 
ritory. 

The large-scale provocative acts of the 
U.S. imperialists against the Laotian patrio- 
tic forces are a flagrant violation of the 1962 
Geneva agreement on Laos, an infringement 
upon the sovereignty of Laos and a grave 
menace to peace in Indochina and Southeast 
Asia. 

As a counter measure to the situation 
obtaining, Prince Souphanouvong, Chairman 
of the Neo Lao Haksat and Vice-Premier 
of the Laotian Government of National 
Union, sent on January 16 an urgent tele- 
gram to the foreign ministers of the par- 
ticipants of the Geneva Conference calling 
for immediately convening a meeting of 
the participants of the fourteen-nation 
Geneva Conference and taking measures for 
the peaceful solution of the Laotian ques- 
tion. 

The Government of the Democratic Peo- 
ple’s Republic of Korea resolutely con- 
demns the aggressive provocations the U.S. 
imperialists are committing against the lib- 
erated area of Laos and fully supports the 
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just demand of Prince Souphanouvong 
raised in his urgent telegram dated January 
16. 


Today the grave situation created in Indo- 
china requires urgent measures for restor- 
ing peace in the area, ensuring the inde- 
pendence and sovereignty of the countries 
in the area and, furthermore, for defend- 
ing peace in Southeast Asia and the world. 

The Government of the Democratic Peo- 
ple’s Republic of Korea and the entire Ko- 
rean people once again strongly demand 
the U.S. imperialist aggressors to imme- 
diately stop aggression and intervention in 
Laos and South Vietnam and withdraw 
from that area forthwith. 


The Korean people actively support the 
patriotic struggle of the Laotian people for 
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peace, neutrality, independence, democracy, 
reunification and prosperity and the heroic 


struggle of the South Vietnamese people 


for the national liberation and peaceful re- 
unification of the country. 


The Government of the Democratic Peo- 
ple’s Republic of Korea and the entire Ko- 
rean people consider it their internationalist 
duty to do all to actively support and en- 
courage the just struggle of the Laotian and 
Vietnamese peoples against the U.S. im- 
perialists.

A four-member goodwill delegation of the 
Democratic People’s Republic of Korea led 
by Su Eul Hyun, Ambassador Extraordinary 
and Plenipotentiary of the Democratic 
People’s Republic of Korea to Mali, stayed 
in the Central African Republic from 
January 12 1o 28, 1965. 

During its stay in Bangui, the capital of 
the Central African Republic, the delegation 
was received by Antwine Gimali, Minister of 
Foreign Affairs of the Central African Re- 
public, and David Dacko, President of the 
Republic. 

At the talks, the two sides exchanged 
views on a wide range of questions of con- 
cern to both countries and confirmed the 
identity of both governments’ views on most 
of the issues discussed, especially on the 
peaceful unification of Korea by the Koreans 
without outside interference. In order to 
bring closer the friendly relations existing 
between the two countries, the Korean dele- 
gation expressed the wish to establish diplo- 
matic relations between the Democratic Peo-

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Independent National Economy 
and Agriculture

The agrarian question is a strategic problem which 
the Marxist-Leninist Parties should direct profound 
attention to and solve in every stage of development 
of the revolution until the complete victory of the 
communist society. 


It is because all the fundamental problems which 
determine victory and defeat of the revolution and 
construction hinge on it—such problems as the streng- 
thening of the worker-peasant alliance, the elimination 
of class contradictions and distinctions of every des- 
cription, the balanced development of industry and ag- 
riculture, the rapid growth of productive forces, etc. 

Particularly, in the economically backward countries 
where agriculture is the major economy and the ma- 
jority of the population is made up of peasants, the 
successful solution of the agrarian question is of great 
significance. 

No country can be ensured political independence 
and ample defence unless it is in possession of econo- 
mic independence. Nor can the country enjoy complete 
equality in international relations if it is wanting in 
economic independence. 

Accordingly, when a people takes the power in their 
hands they must mobilize all the resources of the 
country to the maximum and build an independent na- 
tional economy, overcoming all difficulties and hard- 
ships. 

The Workers’ Party of Korea and the Government 
of the Republic decisively strengthened the economic 
might of the country in a short space of time. To this 
end, a line of building an independent. national econo- 
my based on national identity wes adopted, and the 
line was thoroughly carried through in the spirit of 
self-reliance. 

Referring to the main content of the independent 
national economy, Premier Kim Il Sung said: 

“To build an independent national economy means 
to develop economy in a diversified way, equip it with 
up-to-date technique and create our own firm raw mia- 
terial bases, thus forming a comprehensive economic 
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system in which all branches are interlinked with each 
other so as to turn out and supply basically at home 
heavy and light industrial goods and agricultural pro- 
duce needed for the prosperity of the country and en- 
hancement of the people’s living.” 


It is most important in building an independent na- 
ticnal economy to solve the problem of technique, raw 
materials, and cadres relying upon one’s own efforts, 
and to establish a modern industry and develop agri- 
culture, maintaining a close link between them. 


The Workers’ Party of Korea, while ensuring indus- 
try its leading role in the country’s economy, made 
agriculture advance in step with the developing indus- 
try. And this brought about a balanced advancement 
of industry and agriculture and a rapid growth of the 
national economy. 


Agriculture holds an important place in building an 
independent national economy and plays a great role 
in the course of reproduction. 


Agriculture provides the population with food, and 
feeds light industry with raw materials. 


Agricultural growth can satisfy the demands of the 
country for foodstuffs and for industrial raw materi- 
als, which will accelerate the industrial development. 


Moreover, in backward countries during a certain 
period of time necessary funds for building a socialist 
industry, the powerful foundation of an independent 
national economy, must come from the countryside. 


Our country was no exception. That the peasantry 
should provide funds needed for building up a modern 
industry was for the interests of the whole society. At 
the same time, it was necessary for the future growth 
of agriculture itself and for the improvement of the 
peasants’ life. The rapidly advancing agriculture is a 
precondition not only for the speedy betterment of the 
peasants’ living but for the development of industry 
as well. 


However, it is industry that plays a decisive and 
leading role in pushing forward the country’s econo- 
‘my. 

‘Agriculture cannot grow unless it is aided by in- 
dustry. 

Agriculture produces raw materials for light indus- 
try, but it cannot turn out working tools without 
which no enlarged reproduction can be expected. 
Consequently, it must inevitably be aided by industry 
as the former cannot produce up-to-date machinery 
and equipment. 

The socialist industry is. equipped with every con- 
dition for rendering agriculture powerful assistance 
for the latter’s growth. And this comes from economic 
characteristics of industrial products and from what 
heavy industry stands for. 

Industry is in possession of every material and te- 
‘chnical condition for helping agriculture and all other 
branches of the national economy, equipping thein 
with up-to-date techniques and ensuring _ the. high 
speed of enlarged reproduction. 

Therefore, to ensure the leading role of industry 
and to increase the assistance of industry to agricul- 
ture is a law-governing demand, if agricultural pro- 
duction is to rise. And the Workers’ Party of Korea 
defined the correct ways and appropriate forms of 
assistance that industry should give to agriculture in 
conformity with the concrete situation of the country, 
which were carried through thoroughly. 

For a country to liquidate the backwardness and 

‘consolidate the foundation of the independent econo- 
my, main efforts must be concentrated on industriali- 
zation, with profound attention directed, first of all, 
to defining a reasonable structure of heavy indus- 
try. 
_ The line of the Workers’ Party of Korea was to build 
heavy industry with main stress on those branches 
‘Which have direct bearing on the betterment of the 
people’s living. And, subsequently, a réasonable struc- 
ture of heavy industry was created to aid light in- 
dustry and agriculture most effectively. This also 
meant the country being provided with all necessary 
farm machines. 

Moreover, with the establishment of the county co- 
cperative farm management committees, our Party 
has made industry and agriculture maintain close 
relations, and propelled agricultural growth by putt- 
ing all farm machines and materials under their sole 
control to utilize them effectively. 

It is also important to define the question oi 
when and how if industry is to help agriculture 
most effectively. 

Since the land reform (March 5, 1946) after libera- 
tion (August 15, 1945), the Workers’ Party oi Korea 
has rendered active assistance to the countryside. 
Especially, when agricultural co-operation started, the 


Party decisively strengthened aid, material, technical, 
and financial, to agriculture. 

Between 1959 and 1963, out of the total state capi- 
tal investments in the national economy, 15.8 per cent 
was for the development of agriculture and cultural 
construction in the countryside. Then the state dis- 
patched great numbers of agricultural technicians to 
the rural areas and rendered an enormous labour 
assistance to them. In 1964 alone, 139,000 factory and 
office workers and graduates of various schcols 
moved to the countryside. Not only that. The state 
lent an enormous sum of fund to the co-operative 
farms, a.great part of which was cancelled. 

Thanks to capital investment and financial assistan- 
ce of the state, giant irrigation projects and afioresta- 
tion and water conservancy undertakings were built, 
agricultural mechanization, electrification, and applica- 
tion. of chemistry to agriculture were pushed ahead 
in the countryside, and extensive cultural construction 
was carried on in the countryside. 

Our industry sent the countryside a great number 
of farm-machines, more chemical fertilizers, farm che- 
micals, building materials and various kinds of daily 
items every year. 

Our countryside also was aided with workhands. 

The state took a series of measures for raising the 
peasants’ incomes and improving their living. To ‘this 
end, agricultural tax-in-kind was either reduced. or 
cancelled, industrial crops were bought at higher pri- 
ces, charges for farm machine hire and irrigation and 
the price of farming implements were lowered. All 
these measures were decisive in rapidly developing 
agriculture and enhancing the material and cultural 
life of the peasants. 


The basic line of the Workers’ Party of Korea of 
the postwar economic construction—priority growth of 
heavy industry with simultaneous development oi 
light industry and agriculture—was the only and 
correct way for laying the foundation of <n indepen- 
dent national economy in the shortest time possible, 
and, at the same time, improving the people's living 
speedily. 

Before liberation the Japanese imperialists made our 
agriculture a deformed and dependent one that cul- 
tivated only grain crops, mainly rice. And in every 
way they obstructed our agriculture from improving 
farming techniques. 

With the country’s division caused by U.S. occupa- 
tion of South Korea after liberation, the agricultural 
south of the country was separated from the indus- 
trial north, which made the former impossible to get 
rid of its backwardness, and the northern half was 
severed from the south, its source of agricultural 
produce. 

Under these circumstances, the Workers’ Party of 
Korea and the Government of the Republic have 
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made great efforts to. boost agricultural production 
in the north. 


On March 5, 1946, the law on democratic land 
reform was enforced, with the result that old rela- 
tions of production that had hindered agricultural 
growth were abolished and the enthusiasm of the 
peasants for production rose markedly. More land 
qvas put under cultivation, new farming methods were 
extensively introduced to raise the utility rate of 
land, a great stress was laid on irrigation projects 
to increase rapidly agricultural output, especially 
that of rice. Then the whole nation came out to help 
the countryside with farming so as to boost the 
output of food grains. More farm machines and 
implements and chemical fertilizers were turned out 
by the rehabilitated industry. 


As a result, North Korea, once a food short area. 
came to enjoy a food surplus. 


Compared with 1946, the sown area increased by 
25 per cent in 1948, and by 25 per cent in 1950: 
and the harvest grew by 9 per cent in 1947, and 
by 41 per cent in 1948. 

Thanks. to the rapid growth of agricultural yield 
more food grains for the people engaged in industry 
and more raw materials for light industry were 
available. And this provided a favourable condition 
for the development ‘of industry. 

However, the three-year war (June 1950-July 1953) 
ignited by the US. imperialists, played havoc with 
the country, and call the achievements gained in 
economic construction were reduced to ashes and 
the people’s living was deteriorated utterly. 


With-the termindtion of hostilities, the food pro- 
blem posed as the most urgent one, if the devasta- 
ted economy—industry and agriculture—was to be 
‘rebuilt and the impoverished people’s living stabil- 
ized. In short, the food problem came forward as 
a most important question in socialist upbuilding. 

Therefore, with a view to rapidly reconstructing 
and developing agriculture, the Workers’ Party of 
Korea ‘started with the socialist transformation of 
relations of production and launched the struggle 
‘for consolidating the material and technical foun- 
dation of agriculture relying upon the superiority 
of new relations of production. 


In the course of this struggle full preparations 
were made for an all-round technical revolution in 
the countryside, and it went ahead more success- 
fully as the agricultural co-operation entered the 
final stage. 

The conclusion 
came a prerequisite for the over-all technical rev- 
olution in the countryside. 


of agricultural co-operation be- 
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During the Five-Year Plan period industry made 
leaping progress to press forward energetically the 
technical reconstruction in the countryside in 1999, 
the year after the completion of agricultural co- 
operation. Then in 1960 the overall technical revolu- 
tion in the countryside was started with the founda- 
tion for industrialization laid. 


In effecting the rural technical revolution priority 
was given to irrigation, and mechanization, etectri- 
fication, and application of chemistry to agriculture 
were pushed forward. Unlike industry, agriculture 
depends much on topographical, particularly weather 
conditions. 

Accordingly, it is essential in building a solid 
foundation of agriculture to remake Nature to pre- 
vent drought and flood. 


Especially in our country where rice-fariming is 
predominant and where severe flood and drought 
hit every year, irrigation, afforestation and flood 
control projects are a decisive guarantee for bum- 
per harvest and stable yield and for a steady rise 
ir agricultural production. 

In the postwar period irrigation was carried out 
in a nation-wide movement; the first half of 1964 
witnessed the constriction of large irrigation pro- 
jects moving ahead briskly including those in the 
basin of the Amrok River and Singye district which 
will put 89,000 and 12,000 jungbo of land under 
irrigation respectively. Then a great many medium- 
and small-sized irrigation facilities watered the 


fields. 


Agricultural mechanization is of great significance 
in relieving the peasantry from hard toil and rais- 
ing the labour productivity. 

For the acceleration of agricultural mechanization. 
the Workers’ Party of Korea saw to it that more 
up-to-date farm machines were turned out and con- 
ventional animal-drawn farm implements were put 
to use more effectively. 


With our heavy industry developed more, agricul- 
tural mechanization made good progress. 

During the past three years our country turned 
out as many lorries and tractors as we had im- 
ported for more than ten years in the past. And the 
number of tractors working in every 100 jungbo of 
land increased 6.4 times in 1963 as against 1958. 
and the number of lorries grew 2.7 times in 1963 
as against 1960. 


Electrification is important for the successful 
execution of irrigation and mechanization, and cul- 
tural build-up in the countryside. 

By the end of 1964, in the northern part of the 
country electricity found its. way into 95.5 per cent 


of the total farm villages and 81 per cent of the 
whole farm houses. 

Thanks to the rapid growth of chemical industry 
a signal success was scored in applying chemistry 
to agriculture. 

In 1963 the amount of chemical fertilizer applied 
to a jungbo increased 2.2 times as against 1949, and 
varieties too increased greatly. More agricultural 
chemicals were also supplied. 

Today agricultural mechanization and application 
of chemicals stand out as the major tasks in carry- 
ing out the technical revolution in the countryside: 
and technical backwardness of our agriculture is 
disappearing speedily. 

Our once very backward agriculture, though leaned 
towards the one-side grain cultivation, could not 
meet even the demands for food grains. Therefore, 
the basic task set before agriculture was to settle 
the food problem and develop it into a diversified 
one so as to turn the countryside into a solid food- 
producing base and raw material supplier to light 
industry. 


To this end, the Workers’ Party of Korea took the 
policy of stressing grain output, while ensuring the 
rapid development of industrial crops, animal hus- 
bandry, sericulture, and pomiculture. 


As a result, the countryside of the northern part 
of the country which has been freed from flood and 
drought is being equipped with modern farming 
technique, getting rid of technical backwardness. 
Moreover, our agriculture is turning into a diver- 
sified orle as the food problem has been solved 


completely. 


Grain output in the northern part of the country 
grew sharply, from 3,200,000 tons in 1957 to 3,803,000 
tons in 1960, to 5,000,000 tons in 1962. 

Besides grain, the output of industrial crops such 
as cotton and tobacco increased considerably. 

Great successes were also achieved in animal 
husbandry. Compared with 1956, in 1960 the head 
of cattle increased by 39 per cent, pigs 58 per cent, 
and rabbits about 18 times. 


In February 1964, Premier Kim II] Sung in his 
“Theses on the Socialist Agrarian Question in Our 
Country” summed up our experiences gained in 
building socialist agriculture and outlined basic 
principles and ways to achieve the final solution of 
the agrarian question. 

Under socialism the final solution of the agrarian 
question is possible only when the revolution is 
ecntinuously carried forward in the countryside even 
after the completion of agricultural co-operation, 
socialist agriculture is further developed with the 


guidance and assistance of the Party and state of 
the working class, the gap between town and coun- 
try is closed, management of agriculture is con- 
stantly improved, and the co-operative: ownership is 
converted into the ownership by the whole people. 


For the realization of these tasks the Theses laid 
down a series of measures for continuously intensify- 
ing the technical, cultural and ideological revolu- 
tions and for giving more aid to the countryside. 


In order to better the peasants’ life more rapidly, 
the Workers’ Party of Korea and the Government oi 
the Republic took epoch-making steps for increasing 
the aid of the working class—such measures as the 
abolition of agricultural tax-in-kind, the financing of 
all rural capital construction and the building of 
modern farm houses with government funds. 


Thus, today agriculture in North Korea is rapidly 
advancing and the livelihood of the peasants is be- 
coming more bountiful day after day. 


The progress of agriculture, especially its leaping 
progress scored in recent years, comes from the cor- 
rect economic policies of the Workers’ Party of Ko- 
rea and the Government of the Republic, and the 
independent national economy built in the northern 


part of the country. 


The independent national economy will not only 
equip agriculture with modern science and technique, 
but also be a guarantee for the speedy restoration 
and growth of South Korean agriculture which has 
totally been ruined under U.S. occupation. 

The lack of afforestation and flood control projects 
makes agriculture of South Korea suffer from 
droughts and floods every year, and the peasants 
are forced to do all back-breaking toil with primi- 
tive farm implements. 

On top of it, the South Korean peasants are forced 
to depend on fertilizers and chemicals thrown into 
South Korea by U.S. imperialism—the stuff they 
dump under the name of “aid”. And the peasants are 
subjected to double and treble colonial plunder. 


In this way the South Korean countryside, once 
the granary of the land, has been reduced to an area 
of famine, and the food crisis is only getting worse. 


That the North has built an independent national 
economy and developed its agriculture emphatically 
shows that South Korea, too, can develop agricul- 
ture to solve the food problem, and improve the life 
of the peasantry holding 70 per cent of the whole 
population. To do this, the South Korean economy 
should throw overboard U.S. domination immedia- 
tely, and South Korea must attain economic inde- 
pendence relying on its own efforts. 

Economic independence is the only way to restore 
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the bankrupt South Korean agriculture and save the 
people from the extreme distress. 

To this end, North-South co-operation and eco- 
nomic interchange is of prime importance. 

The devastated agriculture of South Korea can be 
rapidly restored and developed only when the North 
and the South share together the great successes 
and invaluable experiences that the former gained 
in building agriculture. by making use of the power- 
ful heavy industry that it built. 

The people of North Korea who keep their brothers 


and sisters of South Korea in mind all the time 
are most eager to see the independent national eco- 
nomy they built by their own labour contribute to 
the restoration and development of the South Ko- 
rean economy including agriculture and to the en- 
hancement of the South Korean people's living. 

These wishes of the people in the North and the 
South will be materialized without fail, and the U-S. 
policy to split Korea and obstruct the North and South 
from establishing contacts will certainly be shattered 
to pieces. 
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
